Michael Jackson, the child 
star turned King of Pop 
who set the world 
dancing, but whose musi¬ 
cal genius was overshad¬ 
owed by a bizarre 
lifestyle and sex scan¬ 
dals, died Thursday. He 
was 50. 

Jackson was pro¬ 
nounced dead at 2:26 
p.m. local time after ar¬ 
riving at a Los Angeles 
hospital in full cardiac ar¬ 
rest, said Fred Corral of 
the Los Angeles County 
Coroner's office. The 
cause of death was not 
known and an autopsy 
would likely take 
place Friday, he said. w 

Jackson was taken 
ill at home and his 
personal physician 
tried to resuscitate A 
him but could not, 
his brother Jer¬ 
maine told re¬ 
porters. Jackson 
was taken by para¬ 
medics to the hos¬ 
pital, where doc¬ 
tors worked for 
more than an 
hour to tiy to re- i 
vive him before j 
pronouncing 
him dead, the 
brother said. 

Known as the 
“King of Pop,” for hits 
that included Thriller and 1 
Billie Jean, Jackson’s dra- \ 
matic, one-gloved stage 1 
presence and innovative 1 
dance moves were imitated 
by legions of fans around the 
world. 

His lifetime record sales 
tally was believed to be 
around 750 million, and 
with his 13 Grammy Awards 
and boundary-breaking mu¬ 
sic videos he was one of the 
most successful entertainers 
of all time. 

But Jackson's belief that “I 
am Peter Pan in my heart,” 


his preference for the com¬ 
pany of children, his friend¬ 
ship with a chimp, his high- 
pitched voice and numerous 
plastic surgeries also 
' earned him critics and the 
nickname “Wacko Jacko.”

reclusive life after his acquit¬ 
tal in 2005 on charges of 
child molestation, the sec¬ 
ond time he had faced ulti¬ 
mately unproved allegations 
of abuse of young boys.

Thriller and produced the 
Off the Wall album, told 
MSNBC. 

Jackson had been due to 
start a comeback series of 
concerts in London July 13 
running until March 2010, 
and had been rehearsing in 
the Los Angeles area for the 
past two months. The shows 
for the 50 London concerts 
sold out within minutes of 
going on sale in March. 

He was a “true musical 
icon whose identifiable 
voice, innovative dance 
moves, stunning musical 
versatility, and sheer star 
power carried him from 
childhood to worldwide ac¬ 
claim,” said Neil Portnow, 
president of The Recording 
Academy in a statement. 

About 200 fans and re¬ 
porters gathered outside the 
L.A. hospital. Some fans 
cried and hugged each other. 

“I hope he’s gone to God, 
and I hope that he’s free of 
all the troubles he’s been 
plagued with,” Tonya Blazer, 
50, who said she had been a 
fan going back more than 
four decades. 

Dozens of fans gathered 
near Jackson’s modest boy¬ 
hood home in Gary, Indiana 
to pay their respects to the 
entertainer who left the 
city long ago. Some deposit¬ 
ed flowers or toys and others 
blared his hit songs from 
their car stereos. Gary Mayor 
Rudy Clay called Jackson the 
“world's greatest entertain¬ 
er” and said he had made 
the city proud. 

In New York, 
fans gathered at 
the Apollo The¬ 
ater in Harlem, 
singing Jackson 
hits and dancing in 
celebratoiy tribute.

Harper has no issue with N.S. NDP 

Cordial PM drops by Halifax to name Pier 21 site of immigration museum

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper isn’t worried about 
the NDP provincial sweep 
hurting the Tories in the 
next federal election. 

“Each election at each 
level of government tran¬ 
spires for unique reasons,” 
Harper told a crowd at Pier 
21 in Halifax Thursday 
morning. 

“My read of the provin¬ 
cial election here is that 
the issues were strictly 
provincial in nature.” 

Harper was in town to 
announce that Pier 21 has 
been named the site of 
Canada’s national museum 
of immigration. 

Before the announce¬ 
ment, Harper got the 
chance to talk to meet and 
congratulate Premier Dar¬ 
rell Dexter, whose NDP 
party won 31 of 52 seats in 
the June 9 provincial elec¬ 
tion. 

“I had a chance to talk to 
Premier Dexter last night. 


We talked about obviously 
issues of mutual concern, 
in particular the managing 
of the economy,” he said. 

Dexter later told re¬ 
porters he didn’t antici¬ 
pate any problem working 
with a prime minister 


from a different party. 

“Quite the opposite,” 
Dexter said. "(Harper) went 
out of his way to say the 
political stripe of provin¬ 
cial governments really 
didn’t matter at all.” 

Both leaders were pres¬ 


ent at the Pier 21 ceremo¬ 
ny. Pier 21 had already 
been named a national his¬ 
toric site. Now it will be 
Canada’s sixth national 
museum, and only the sec¬ 
ond outside of the Ottawa 
region.

The museum will be ded¬ 
icated to recognizing the 
contributions of immi¬ 
grants to Canadian culture. 

The federal government 
will make an initial invest¬ 
ment of up to $10 million 
and put up to $5 million 
towards the operation of 
the museum. The funding 
is in partnership with the 
Pier 21 Society, Pier 21 
Foundation and Halifax 
Port Authority. 

“We want to ensure that 
future generations will 
have access to our her¬ 
itage, a working knowl¬ 
edge of the important tap¬ 
estry of information that 
gave rise to our nation,” 
said Atlantic Gateway Min¬ 
ister Peter MacKay. 


Legislature reopens for new appointments

politics The Nova Scotia 
legislature was back in ses¬ 
sion for a brisk 20 minutes 
or so Thursday. 

The sitting was a formal¬ 
ity in order to take care of 
some appointments by the 
new NDP government. 

Pictou West MLA Charlie 
Parker was elected as 
Speaker of the House. He 
went through the tradi¬ 
tional routine of being 
“forced” up to the speakers 


chair by the three party 
leaders, where he will 
make about an extra 
$44,000 per year. 

He quickly donned his 
new robe and threw in a 
top hat for good measure. 

Premier Darrell Dexter 
mixed things up by elect¬ 
ing three deputy speakers, 
one from each party. John 
Hamm did the same thing 
when he was premier. The 
three will split the 
$24,000-per-year bonus 
evenly between them. 

The NDP selected Cape 
Breton Nova MLA Gordie 


Gosse and the Liberals put 
forward Clare MLA Wayne 
Gaudet. The Tories gave 
the job to Cape Breton 
West MLA Alfie MacLeod, 
who was the previous 
speaker during the Rodney 
MacDonald government. 

The mood in the house 
was downright jovial, with 
the MLAs of all parties 
cracking jokes from across 
the aisle. 

But afterwards there was 
some serious discussion 
about when the house will 
be called back for a real 
session to debate this 


year’s budget. The NDP 
says it will likely be late 
September or October — 
halfway through the fiscal 
year — before a budget 
will be introduced. 

“It’s a matter of working 
through the financial de¬ 
tails and getting back the 
audit information,” Dexter 
told reporters. 

Liberal Leader Stephen 
McNeil said that’s too long 
considering the NDP will 
be mostly re-releasing the 
short-lived Tory budget. He 
called for a summer ses¬ 
sion.

Sunbathers on Citadel Hill 
were no doubt caught off 
guard Thursday when a 
Sea King helicopter land¬ 
ed on the bottom of the 
grassy hill. 

They also got to see a 
parade of 400 sailors and 
musicians from the Cana¬ 
dian navy who stopped 
traffic from Sackville to 
North Park streets. The 
sailors and musicians cir¬ 
cled the Halifax Common 
before finishing their 
march at the Halifax Ar¬ 
mory on North Park. 

All this pageantry was 
in preparation for the 
Queen’s Colours ceremo¬ 
ny, which takes place Sat¬ 
urday at the Garrison 
Grounds on Citadel Hill at 
10 a.m. 

The Queen’s Colours is 
a flag given to the Canadi¬ 
an navy by the Royal fam¬ 
ily every 30 years. Canadi¬ 
an Gov. Gen. Michaelle 
Jean will be at the celebra¬ 
tion to preside over the 
event. 

The navy has been 
preparing for Saturday’s 
event for almost an entire 
year. 

“We only do it every 30 
years, so we want to do it 
well,” said Cmdr. Brian 
Palmeter, who is based in 
Halifax and has helped in 
the planning of the event. 

The navy hosts the

event, however the mar¬ 
itime helicopter commu¬ 
nity will help out by flying 
at about 500 feet above 
Citadel Hill during the 
event. 

“We’re really excited 
about participating in the 


event,” said Capt. Iris Se- 
meniulc, the co-ordinator 
of the Sea King aircrafts 
that will fly over the cere¬ 
mony. 

A total of 500 navy per¬ 
sonnel will participate 
Saturday. There will be a 


100-piece band and “lots 
of things happening, air¬ 
crafts flying overhead, 
there’ll be artillery firing 
a 21-gun royal salutes,” 
Palmeter said. 

If you’re around Citadel 
Hill Friday, you might 


even get a sneak peak of 
Saturday’s performances. 
Navy personnel plan to be 
rehearsing during the day 
for the ceremony. 

“We want to make sure 
we’re all co-ordinated,” 
Palmeter said. 


ceremony People going to 
the Queen’s Colours 
ceremony Saturday will 
have to wake up early to 
find a good spot to watch. 

The Canadian navy is ex¬ 
pecting about 10,000 peo¬ 
ple to come out to the 
event which begins at 10 
a.m. 

Cmdr. Brian Palmeter 
said people should be there 
by 9 a.m. to find a good 
spot on Citadel Hill above 
Garrison Grounds. 

You won’t be bored wait¬ 
ing for it to begin, either. 
The navy

It also looks like the 
show will take place 
outside even if it rains.

There’s no special park¬ 
ing for the event, but Metro 
Transit will have more bus¬ 
es and ferries running to 
help people get to Citadel 
Hill. 

“I think the Governor 
General gets to bring her 
car and we’ll find a place 
for it,” he said.

Court upholds 
murder verdict 


Serial killer Pickton's appeal rejected

Serial killer Robert Pickton 
will not have a new trial, 
B.C.’s highest court ruled 
Thursday as it handed 
down a 2-1 decision 
dismissing his appeal of 
six second-degree murder 
convictions. 

The decision was one of 
two parallel rulings on the 
Pickton case by the B.C. 
Court of Appeal. 

The ruling means Pick- 
ton’s case could be far 
from finished. 


Appeal 

• The Crown had also ap¬ 
pealed Pickton's acquittal in 
the six counts of first-de¬ 
gree murder, arguing that it 
was a mistake to sever the 
six counts from the 26 that 
he was indicted on. 


Because the decision was 
split, Pickton — who re¬ 
ceived a life sentence in 
2007 without the eligibili¬ 
ty of parole for 25 years — 
can automatically appeal 
to the Supreme Court of 


Canada. 

No decision has been 
made yet about a future 
appeal, said Patrick Mc¬ 
Gowan, one of Pickton’s 
lawyers. “It’s a very long 
and complex set of reasons 
and that’s going to take 
some analysis before the 
next step is decided on ... I 
don’t know how long that 
is going to take.” 

Pickton’s lawyers were 
seeking a new trial, argu¬ 
ing that the trial judge 
made several mistakes, in¬ 
cluding an error in instruc¬ 
tions to jurors during their 
deliberations. 


Politico threatens file seizure 


privacy Canada’s outgoing 
information watchdog is 
threatening to seize docu¬ 
ments from the Privy 
Council Office after com¬ 
plaints that the bureau¬ 
cratic wing of the Prime 
Minister’s Office is 
stonewalling some access- 
to-information requests. 

The information com¬ 


missioner served formal 
notice on the Privy Council 
Office (PCO) this week, 
warning that commission 
staff would use their legal 
powers to seize the docu¬ 
ments themselves if the 
paperwork wasn’t provid¬ 
ed by today. 

“I’m about to walk into 
PCO next week ... for files 


they didn’t give us. We’re 
going to take them and 
they can’t stop us,” Robert 
Marleau told the Star. 

“I cannot be denied ac¬ 
cess. I can walk into any 
federal government prem¬ 
ise without notice and take 
what I need,” he said in an 
interview.

Jackson likely to be remembered for both

Michael Jackson saw his 
musical versatility and 
head-turning dance moves 
propel him from child 
prodigy to solo superstar 
before child sex abuse 
scandals tarnished his rep¬ 
utation and his career. 

News of Jackson’s death 
broke as the 50-year-old 
singer was poised for a 
comeback with a string of 
50 concerts scheduled to 
start in London July 13. 

They were to be his first 
concert series for 12 years 
and were expected to earn 
Jackson more than $400 
million according to con¬ 
cert promoters AEG Live. 

Jackson’s fame reached a 
climax in 1982 with the 
iconic album and music 
video Thriller. 

He sold an estimated 750 
million records and won 13 
Grammys throughout a ca¬ 
reer that spanned four 
decades. 

But the moon-walking, 
sequin-gloved performer 
was beset by eccentricities 
that in 2008 had turned 
him into a virtual recluse 
with a mountain of finan¬ 
cial woes. Concerns about 
his health had been ram¬ 
pant during his 2005 trial in 
California on charges of 
child sex abuse — at which 


he was acquitted — and in 
2008 when he was pho¬ 
tographed in Las Vegas in a 
wheelchair for reasons that 
were never explained. 

Jackson was credited as 
the first black entertainer to 
gain a strong crossover fol¬ 
lowing on music channel 
MTV. 

But Jackson’s belief that 
“I am Peter Pan in my 
heart,” his preference for 
the company of children, 
his friendship with a chimp 


called Bubbles, his high- 
pitched voice and numer¬ 
ous plastic surgeries earned 
him the name “Wacko 
Jaclco.” 

After two, ultimately un¬ 
proved, allegations in 1993 
and 2003 of sexually abus¬ 
ing young boys during 
sleepovers at his Neverland 
Ranch in California, Jackson 
never recovered the exuber¬ 
ance and musical creativity 
that marked his youth.

Alcohol kills half of 
Russians in prime: Study 


Russia Cheap and illicit al¬ 
cohol kills more than half 
Russian men and women 
in their most productive 
years and the government 
must act urgently to re¬ 
verse the trend, a study 
says. 

“Excessive alcohol con¬ 
sumption in Russia, partic¬ 
ularly by men, has in sever¬ 
al recent years caused 
more than half of all the 
deaths at ages of 15-54 
years,” the article said. The 
research said “excess mor¬ 
tality from liver cancer, 
throat cancer, liver disease, 
and pancreatic disease is 
largely or wholly because 
alcohol caused the disease 
that caused death.”

people aged 15-54 years 
was more than five times 
higher for men and three 
times higher for women 
than in Western Europe, 
the study showed. 

A UN report said in April 
that poor diet, leading to 
heart disease, heavy drink¬ 
ing and the high incidence 
of violent deaths may cut 
Russia’s present popula¬ 
tion of some 142 million to 
around 131 million by 
2025.

‘Rights’ vs. ‘Rites’ wrong 



) uring eveiy cul¬ 
tural war, people 
of this country 
use religion to 
legitimize and 
re-affirm their pre-existing 
political, moral and psy¬ 
chological agendas. 

Such is the case with gay 
marriage. Conservatives 
and liberals — the “rites” 
vs. “rights” groups — each 
cite various religious texts 
and values to support their 
own views. 

Each side sincerely be¬ 
lieves that by legitimizing 
their views with religious 
sources, they wield the ulti¬ 
mate trump card. However, 
this tactic merely renders 
religion irrelevant and en¬ 
sures it does not contribute 
desperately needed wis¬ 
dom to the public conver¬ 
sation. Neither side of this 
debate has been true to 
their professed values. 


The “rites people” do not 
really care about the sancti¬ 
ty of marriage and the un¬ 
conditional love and com¬ 
mitment to family values 
that such rites express and 
witness. 

They are “freaked out” 
by the love shared by two 
people of the same gender, 
so they offer a hysterical, 
angiy view that gay mar¬ 
riages will somehow un¬ 
dermine heterosexual mar¬ 
riages and family values. 

If the “rites people” re¬ 
ally believed society 
was better off when 
people committed to 
stay together, they 
would celebrate that 
more people 
this country 
want to be in 
binding 
monoga¬ 
mous rela¬ 
tionships. 

On the oth¬ 
er hand, 
the “rights 
people” are 
equally 
hypocriti¬ 



cal. 

Rather than woriy about 
the label of marriage, 
which evokes fiery opposi¬ 
tion, the “rights people” 
should concentrate on en¬ 
suring that eveiy single le¬ 
gal right straight married 
couples share is mandated 
for similarly commit¬ 
ted gay couples. 
But as much 
as they care 
about 

| rights, they 
are really 
“freaked 
out” by 
not 



having the affirmation of 
those who oppose them. 
They believe this affirma¬ 
tion will come with obtain¬ 
ing the legal right to call 
their relationship “mar¬ 
riage.” 

Instead of fixating on the 
rhetorical victory of the 
“marriage” label, they 
should focus on emptying 
the label of its content. 
Progress on human rights 
is always too fast for some 
and too slow for others. 

Ultimately, equality 
comes not simply by fight¬ 
ing against each other, but 
from living together as 
family and friends and in¬ 
evitably realizing that our 
differences are merely the 
mysteiy of life unfolding in 
all its variety. This move¬ 
ment is unstoppable, and 
paradoxically the rights 
and rites that now divide 
us will, in the end, bind us 
as a nation.

McCartney presents paradox for protests

Stephen Harper revealed an 
interesting stoiy in a CTV 
interview Thursday. 

Apparently Paul McCart¬ 
ney once called him and the 
prime minister really want¬ 
ed to talk to the ex-Beatle 
about music. But McCart¬ 
ney was calling to discuss 
the seal hunt, so Harper de¬ 
clined. 

Such is the dilemma of 
many Maritime Beatle fans 
that would otherwise love 
to see the July McCartney 
show in Halifax but are 
peeved at him for his cam¬ 
paign to shut down the 


hunt. 

Various online commen¬ 
tators have talked about sit¬ 
ting the concert out as an 
act of defiance. 

HRM Coun. Steve 
Streatch, in a move that on¬ 
ly makes sense to himself 
and the imaginaiy elves he 
presumably consults, even 
said the municipality 
shouldn’t waive its noise 
bylaws because McCartney 
“has no regard for our her¬ 
itage and our way of life in 
Atlantic Canada.” 

But even if you believe, as 
I do, that McCartney is 
championing a cheap politi¬ 
cal cause by demonizing a 
group of people he doesn’t 
understand, it’s still point¬ 
less to abstain from the con¬ 
cert. 

Between 50 and 60,000 
people will likely attend the 
show. A slight deviation 
downward in that number 


isn’t going to be attributed 
to seal hunt grudges. Pro¬ 
moters will factor it into the 
strength of the market. 

The Rolling Stones drew 
about 50,000 people to the 
Commons, but they drew 
80,000 to Magnetic Hill in 
Moncton the summer be¬ 
fore. Obviously the Monc¬ 
ton show cut into the Hali¬ 
fax audience, but the two 
cities are still constantly be¬ 
ing compared to each other 
as they compete for more 
shows. 

McCartney isn’t going to 
change his views and lower 
attendance just hurts Hali¬ 
fax’s chances of bringing 
more big acts. 

People who like McCart¬ 
ney but want to protest his 
seal hunt views are stuck 
with the same paradox as 
comedian Mitch Hedberg 
when he said, “I’m against 
picketing, but I don’t know 


how to show it.” 

As I write this column 
late Thursday the news 
broke that Michael Jackson 
was rushed to hospital and 
reportedly died. 

As you can understand, I 
am crying like a baby. A ba¬ 
by that just learned the 
King of Pop has died. 

Jackson was my favourite 
musician growing up. So 
this news is very much not 
OK. I wonder if Sir Paul will 
perform Say Say Say, his 
duet with Jackson in which 
the two play a pair of de¬ 
pression-era con artists. 

Thanks for the music and 
the sweet dance moves, 
Michael. Now if you’ll ex¬ 
cuse me I’m going into 
mourning.

BoA sued for discrimination 


Bank of America Corp. was 
accused in a Manhattan 
federal lawsuit of discrimi¬ 
nating 
against 
female 
brokers at 
the former 
Merrill Lynch 
& Co. by 
offering 
them lower 
retention 
bonuses than 
male 

counterparts. 

Thursday’s 
lawsuit seeks 
class-action 
status, and 
contends that 
female bro¬ 
kers were typ¬ 
ically eligible for lower 
bonuses because of gender 
bias at Merrill, including 
the practice of steering 
wealthier clients to male 


brokers. 

Because bonuses were 
based on “production,” or 


fees earned on client assets, 
the bonus distribution “dis¬ 
proportionately disadvan¬ 
tages women and advan¬ 
tages white men as 


favoured employees,” the 
complaint said. Retention 
bonuses are often awarded 


to brokers who work at 
companies being acquired 
to keep them from defect¬ 
ing, and top producers can 
reach seven figures. Bank of 


America has said it has 
about 15,800 brokers, most 
of whom came from Mer¬ 
rill. Chief ex¬ 
ecutive Ken¬ 
neth Lewis 
has called the 
brokerage 
business the 
“crown jew¬ 
el” of Merrill. 
The case was 
brought by 
Jaime Good¬ 
man, who 
has worked at 
Merrill since 
1992. It said 
she has been 
a top-quintile 
performer

He is among millions of 
the world’s poor who are 
covered for natural disas¬ 
ters by cheap insurance, or 
microinsurance, as com-

mercial firms recognize 
that insuring the poor is 
not just good public rela¬ 
tions but also profitable. 

“Interest in microinsur¬ 
ance has been exploding 
throughout the world,” 
said Craig Thorburn, a sen¬ 
ior insurance specialist at 
the World Bank. 

Thorburn has developed 


microinsurance pro¬ 
grammes and advises 
countries on insurance 
market development. 

“New projects and pro¬ 
posals are being developed 
in more and more coun¬ 
tries,” Thorburn said. 

“Government policy¬ 
makers are reviewing their 
regulations and the mi¬ 
croinsurance sector does 
not appear to have been 
slowed by the crisis.” 

Microinsurance began as 
a form of charity in the 
1990s, when the Interna¬ 
tional Labour Organisation 
began experimenting with 
super-cheap policies.

Canada, along with Aus¬ 
tralia and Great Britain, are 
“ahead of the curve” global¬

pionships, said David Greig 
of Athletics Canada. 

This weekend, about 85 
para-athletes — in wheel¬ 
chairs, using prosthetics, vi¬ 
sually impaired or with 
cerebral palsy — are com¬ 
peting at the Varsity Centre 
at the University of Toronto, 
and they represent about 10 
per cent of the competitors 
in the championships. 

For Roy, who won a silver 
medal and two bronze at 
the Paralympics in Beijing 
in 2008, the event under¬ 
scores that everyone’s focus 
is on ability, not disability.

“We’re getting there, step 
by step,” said Dunkeriey, 
whose younger brother, 
Jon, 29, is a fellow Para¬ 
lympian who competes in 
the same class in the 100, 
200 and 400. 

“But the fact they have in¬ 
tegrated the nationals — 
sharing the meet and the 
track and the weekend — 
sends a message well be¬ 
yond the stadium.”

While there will be plen¬ 
ty of emphasis placed on 
the summer camp, the 
staff will spend the first 
part of 2009-10 evaluating 
players, particularly 

younger ones. 

Canada’s staff will make 
the ultimate call, but Bab¬ 
cock said it’s up to the 
players to prove their 
worth. 

“They’re going to decide 
who’s on the team,” he 
said. 


Hockey Hail of Fame 
should look past stats 



t’s hard to argue with 
the players who’ve 
just been selected to 
hockey’s Hall of Fame. 
Leetch, Yzerman, Ro- 
bitaille and Hull. It does¬ 
n’t get much better than 
that. 

But where’s the magic? 

Where’s the imagina¬ 
tive touch distinguishing 
the institution as some¬ 
thing more than a place 
where those who’ve accu¬ 
mulated the best numbers 
over their careers find the 
key to unlock the door? 

Hockey is the ultimate 
team game. Why isn’t 
there a willingness to in¬ 
clude the teams that have 
defined the sport for 
many generations of fans? 

One could think of both 
squads that played in the 
1972 Summit Series, a 
confrontation that as¬ 
sumed an exalted mean¬ 
ing for the game and for 
the time in which it was 
played. The gritty Canadi¬ 
ans persevered, but the 
surprising Soviets served 
notice that they were a 
force to be reckoned with. 

It was the most famous 
set of games ever played. 
It featured three consecu¬ 
tive game winning goals 
by one player, Paul Hen¬ 
derson, whose name is fa¬ 
miliar with most fans. Yet, 
neither the team nor the 


player is included in the 
Hall of Fame. 

The “Miracle on Ice” 
Americans who won the 
Olympic gold medal at 
Lake Placid in 1980 are 
not in the Hockey Hall of 
Fame. Yet their improba¬ 
ble victory against the 
seemingly indestructible 
Soviet Union is the stuff of 
legend. 

Hockey is about more 
than just individuals who 
score the most goals or 
win the most Stanley 
Cups. It is about mytholo¬ 
gy and tall tales. It should 
be about the characters 
that have made the game 
great and wonderful. 

To that end, the Hockey 
Hall of Fame needs to be 
more inclusive, indeed 
imaginative, in selecting 
those who reside in the 
shrine for all time. 

Not only should the 
great teams merit consid¬ 
eration but so too should 
the women who have pio¬ 
neered a boom crossing 
the lines of gender. Play¬ 
ers like Angela James and 
Cassie Campbell. 

And one more thing, 
love him or hate him, Don 
Cherry is the most famous 
person in hockey. He is a 
character who has forged 
much of hockey’s folklore. 

These are the kinds of 
people who should gain 
entry to hockey’s Hall. 
Their inclusion would en¬ 
sure that all of our memo¬ 
ries of a beloved game are 
filled with magic.

Soderbergh’s 
misses still 
worth a look

Y ou’d be hard 
pressed to find a 
movie fan that 
hasn’t seen the 
Steven Soder¬ 
bergh films Traffic, Erin 
Broclcovich and at least one 
of the Ocean’s movies. 

A little more eclectic, but 
still popular are The Limey 
and Out of Sight, two of the 
director’s box office near- 
misses. Mainstream films 
like those, though, com¬ 
prise only a fraction of the 
director’s resume. 

Since his breakout film 
Sex, Lies and Videotape in 
1989, Soderbergh has di¬ 
rected 19 films (including 
his latest The Girlfriend Ex¬ 
perience), but only a hand¬ 
ful — usually the ones star¬ 
ring George Clooney or Ju¬ 
lia Roberts—could be called 
blockbusters. Many others 
have, however, languished. 

Here’s a couple of the di¬ 
rector’s deserving films 
that didn’t set the box of¬ 
fice ablaze. 

Soderbergh said that “all 
attempts at synopsizing 
(Schizopolis) have ended in 
failure and hospitalization.” 

With health card in 
hand, here goes: Schizopo¬ 
lis is a surrealistic look at 
two people who can’t com¬ 
municate. As the level of 
emotional detachment in¬ 
creases so does the weird 
stuff. 

There’s an exterminator 
(David Jansen) who only 
speaks in non sequiturs and 
near the end Soderbergh’s 


character (he’s a triple 
threat here as actor, writer 
and director) only speaks in 
overdubbed Italian, Japan¬ 
ese and French. 

Even the director ac¬ 
knowledges that this is an 
eccentric film, noting that 
the only people who ever 
ask him about it are “the 
ones with the crazy look in 
their eyes when I go to festi¬ 
vals.” 

1993’s King of the Hill is 
more accessible but still 
made less than $1.5 million 
at the box office. Based on a 
1972 memoir by A.E. Hotch- 
ner, it’s the story of a 12- 
year-old boy surviving and 
thriving on his own during 
the Great Depression. 

One IMDB contributor 
called this “the best Ameri¬ 
can film of the nineties,” 
while another wrote “Spiel¬ 
berg, eat your heart out, 
this is a real feel good 
movie.” 

Rent it for its unsenti¬ 
mental stoiytelling and 
great performances, partic¬ 
ularly from Adrien Brody 
who plays the main charac¬ 
ter’s surrogate big brother. 

Other interesting Soder¬ 
bergh movies still waiting 
to grab an audience are the 
Spalding Gray monologue 
film Gray’s Anatomy and 
the suspense stoiy Kafka, 
but no matter how odd or 
how low budget these films 
are, don’t get the idea 
Soderbergh doubts their 
commercial appeal. 

“When I’m making 
them,” he says, “they all 
feel commercial to me. It’s 
no joke. If I’m making a 
movie for a million bucks, I 
feel like this thing could 
blow up. It’s happened be¬ 
fore.”

Alexisonfire still chirping 


Screamo band learning to mellow out with age

“With the wives, out go 
the groupies,” says 
Alexisonfire’s lead scream¬ 
er George Pettit, just days 
before the band released 
its fourth album Young 
Cardinals/Old Crows. 

While the Hamilton- 
based vocalist sounds like 
he might be reassuring his 
wife that he’ll be a good 
boy on the road, he’s also 
expressing just how much 
the band has grown up in 
the eight years since it 
stormed MuchMusic’s air¬ 
waves. 

When the group first be¬ 
gan touring in 2002 the 
band members were 
known as much for their 
hard partying ways as they 
were for their aggressive, 
hardcore-meets-emo 
sound. But now, close to a 
decade later, the band is 
older and wiser. 

“We were kids when we 
wrote that first record,” 
says Pettit. “Over time 
everything changes. We 
have this wealth of travel 
behind us, we’ve spent 
years on the road living in 
a van, we have wives, hous¬ 
es and more adult respon¬ 
sibilities.” 

All that translates into 
less debauchery on the 
road, and that’s fine with 


Pettit. “Those things are 
fun in their own right, but 
if you’re into music strictly 
to screw groupies and get 
drunk, that’s a very super¬ 
ficial reason to be in¬ 
volved. 

“What keeps us here is 
not the wild lifestyle,” he 
adds. “It’s more about the 
spiritual journey that is 
loving music and trying to 
have that never-ending 
thirst for new records.” 

Moving from fast living 
rockers to property tax 
paying husbands, can turn 
a once exciting act into a 
safer, watered down ver¬ 


sion of itself (see Gavin 
Rossdale, David Usher), but 
if anything, the opposite 
has happened with Alex¬ 
isonfire. 

The band’s music is 
somewhat tamer than it 
used to be — Pettit’s 
throaty yells have given 
way to almost scratchy 
singing — but the music is 
more complex, and Dallas’ 
smooth vocals are cleaner 
and catchier than ever be¬ 
fore. It’s easily the group’s 
best album yet, and while 
some might miss the fran¬ 
tic, youthful energy, the 
more focused, thoughtful 


Alexis has created some¬ 
thing that, finally, tran¬ 
scends the screamo tag. 

“Screaming paints your¬ 
self into a corner,” says Pet¬ 
tit. “I’d been trying new 
stuff in the jam space and 
when it came time to 
recording demos I just 
tried to see how many 
songs I could do with this 
type of vocals. It felt really 
good.” 

To get to where they 
wanted to be musically, 
the band had to make 
changes to more than just 
its sound. In the past mem¬ 
bers would rush through 


recording sessions, but this 
time they spent eight 
months writing. Pettit says 
the longer timeframe 
meant less mistakes and 
stronger songs. 

“When I look back on 
our older records, if we 
thought about those songs 
for longer they would have 
turned out very different¬ 
ly,” he explains. “With 
this, there’s not a lot that 
really irks me. Or, maybe 
in a couple months from 
now I’ll hear something 
and say maybe I shouldn’t 
have done that. But right 
now this is great.”

Y esterday, June 25, 
2009, will be re¬ 
membered just as 
we remember 
April 8, 1994, for 
Kurt Cobain; December 8, 
1980, for John Lennon; and 
August 16, 1977, for Elvis. 
Michael Jackson carried that 
kind of cultural clout. 

Forget the lurid allega¬ 
tions, the buying of the Ele¬ 
phant Man’s bones, the hy¬ 
perbaric sleeping chambers, 
the plastic surgery and the 
dangling babies. Here’s how 
we should remember 
Michael Jackson: 

First, people forget that 
the Thriller album essential¬ 
ly saved the recording indus¬ 
try when it was released in 
1982. Suffering from the 



double whammy of the post¬ 
disco sales depression and a 
brutal recession, Thriller al¬ 
most single-handedly resur¬ 
rected the music industry. 

Sure, it sold 
somewhere 
north of 50 
million 
copies on its 
own, but its 
real value lay 
in the fact 
that this 
record got 
people into 
record stores 
again where 
they bought 
it — and one 
or two other 
albums. 

This one al¬ 
bum went a 
long way towards pulling 
the entire industry out of 
some desperate doldrums. 

Thriller was also sprung 
upon the public at the same 
time as the compact disc. 
Because Quincy Jones’ pro¬ 
duction was so tight and 


crisp, CD copies of Thriller 
were used as demo discs for 
CD players, speakers and 
amplifiers. 

Who knows how many 


Cartney for a large portion 
of the Beatles catalogue. The 
revenues generated by those 
holdings went a long way to 
support his lifestyle for the

billions of dollars of gear was 
sold once people heard the 
opening drumbeat from Bil¬ 
lie Jean coming off a CD? 

Michael Jackson was also 
once a pretty shrewd busi¬ 
nessman. In the ’80s, he 
managed to outbid Paul Me¬ 


rest of his life. 

And speaking of which, 
Jackson broke a major taboo 
when he licensed the Beat¬ 
les’ Revolution to Nike for a 
TV commercial. People for¬ 
get what kind of outrage fol¬ 
lowed. Using a popular song 


to sell a product as crass as 
shoes? Today, though, you 
can’t turn on a TV without 
hearing a major artist’s mu¬ 
sic on a commercial. 

And finally 

— and most 
importantly 

— let’s not 
forget that 
Michael Jack- 
son broke the 
colour barrier 
on MTV. 

Before 

Thriller, MTV 
showed noth¬ 
ing but rock 
and pop 
videos featur¬ 
ing white 
faces. Initial¬ 
ly, MTV re- 
fiised to run 
the clip for Billie Jean. It was¬ 
n’t until Walter Yentnilcoff, 
president of CBS, Michael’s 
record company, threatened 
to pull every artist on their 
roster from the young chan¬ 
nel — MTV had only been 
on the air since August 1, 


1981, with just 250 clips in 
its library—that they relent¬ 
ed. 

Had it not been for the 
power of Michael Jackson 
and Thriller, would have 
MTV become the same cul¬ 
tural monster? And where 
would have people gone to 
learn about then-new artists 
such as Prince? 

Speaking of videos, think 
about how Jackson fur¬ 
thered that art form: John 
Landis directed the 14- 
minute Thriller video; the 
morphing technology first 
seen in the clip for Black or 
White; the reported $8 mil¬ 
lion US spent on the five- 
minute video for Scream 
with his sister Janet. 

Let’s therefore not focus 
on the tabloid stuff. The 
man did enough that we 
should remember him for 
the great, groundbreaking 
talent that he was.

Elvis Costello gets artists to open up on talk TV show Spectacle

Elvis Costello wants you 
to know one thing — 
he’s not a journalist. 

That’s obvious of 
course, he’s a legendary 
British musician who’s 
been creating brilliant 
rock music since 1977, 
but now that he hosts 
Spectacle, a talk TV show 
on CTV, some might 
mistake him as a 
newsman in¬ 
stead of a mu¬ 
sician. 

“Music jour¬ 
nalists make 
assumptions 
about perform¬ 
ers and their 
motivation be¬ 
cause they stand 
outside of things,” he says 
on the phone from New 
York. “These days in par¬ 
ticular there’s a problem 
of opinionating because 
everyone can publish 
now. I’m not interested in 
doing that.” 

Costello is more focused 
on how his guests make 
music and the challenges 
they’ve overcome. He 
asked Rufus Wainwright 
about being pegged as a 
gay musician and got 
Tony Bennett to reveal 
that he passed up the 
chance to record the Louis

Armstrong hit What a 
Wonderful World. 

He also jams with his 
guests, playing alongside 
the Police and Spectacle’s 
co-producer Elton John. 
It’s likely he’ll perform 
with Smolcey Robinson on 
the last episode of the sea¬ 
son, which airs tonight. 

The renowned guitarist, 
and husband to Canadian 
jazz musician Diana Krall, 
says it would be strange if 
he didn’t sing on 
the show. “If I 
set myself up 
as a chat 
show host, 
or the new 
king of late 
night, that 
would be 
different,” he 
explains. “I’d 
be taking up a 
new career, but I’m not. 
I’m speaking as a musi¬ 
cian to another musi¬ 
cian.” 

Being an artist is, says 
Costello, a major asset for 
the job. He explains that 
he can connect with his 
guests on a level that oth¬ 
er non-musician inter¬ 
views can’t because he 
knows the job from “the 
inside.” 

“I don’t play piano like 
Herbie Hancock, but I do 
understand the inside of 
it,” he says. “So the will¬ 
ingness to open up is

probably based on that. 
And I’m not trying fit 
their answer into a pre¬ 
conceived thesis about 
them.” 

This season Costello’s 
guests have mostly been 
music stalwarts such as 
Lou Reed, Kris Kristoffer- 
son and James Taylor, but 
he has had on younger 
acts, including Jenny 
Lewis, Wainwright and 
duo She & Him. While 
that’s a pretty diverse list 
of performers, he does 
wish he could interview 
more newbies. 

“Do I wish we could 
have more young artists? 
Yes, I wish we could,” he 
says. “With them we base 
it more around musical 


performance because 
there’s less to reflect on 
and those artists were less 
comfortable talking about 
their motivations.” 

While Costello says he 
“has a high regard” for all 
his guests, there was one 
interviewee this season 
that really stands out: Bill 
Clinton. “For him to take 
an hour out of his wife’s 
busy presidential cam¬ 
paign to talk about music 
was fantastic,” he says.

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Fox News set to enjoy 
best year yet for ratings 


Fox News is on track to have 
its most-watched year ever, 
showing significant ratings 
growth despite having just 
come off a highflying 
election year. 

With the second quarter 
coming to a close, Fox 
News averaged about the 
same number of viewers as 
the top three other cable 
news networks combined. 
And while rivals including 
CNN (down 22 per cent) 
and MSNBC (down 18 per 
cent) took hits following 
last quarter’s inauguration- 
fueled boost, Fox News 
(down 3 per cent) remained 
nearly steady. 

Compared with last year, 
the Fox News (averaging 2.1 
million viewers, 509,000 
adults aged 25-54 quarter- 
to-date) is up both 35 per 
cent over last year in prime¬ 
time viewers and 48 per 
cent in the demo. CNN 
(805,000 viewers, 210,000 
in the demo) fell both 16 
per cent in viewers and 29 
per cent in the demo. 
MSNBC (787,000 viewers, 
259,000 in the demo) 
climbed 15 per cent in 
viewers and was about on 


par in the demo. And CNN 
Headline News (553,000, 
201,000) showed veiy 
strong growth, up 39 per 
cent and 37 per cent, re¬ 
spectively, and is on track 
for its best second quarter. 

The new standings are 
strong enough to rank Fox 
News third behind USA and 
TNT among all ad-support- 
ed cable networks for the 
quarter among primetime 
total viewers. In its core de¬ 
mo, Fox News had eight of 
the top 10 cable news 
shows. It had similarly sun¬ 
ny increases for total day, 
while CNN and MSNBC 
were roughly on par with 
last year. 

Earning double-digit 
growth after an election 
year is quite a feat for a 
news network. With Fox 
News best known for such 
right-leaning personalities 
as Sean Hannity and Bill 
O’Reilly, one might assume 
having a Democrat in the 
White House somehow 
helps boost viewership. 

A dominant political par¬ 
ty indeed can fuel the popu¬ 
larity of opposing voices — 
Comedy Central’s The Daily 


Show With Jon Stewart and 
The Colbert Report and lib¬ 
eral online news hubs Huff- 
ington Post and Daily Kos 
came to prominence dur¬ 
ing George W. Bush’s 
tenure, just as talk-radio 
conservatives like Rush 
Limbaugh and news sites 
like Drudge Report rose 
during the Clinton years. 

But it’s important to note 
that when Fox News took 
the ratings lead during the 
Bush era, some pundits de¬ 
clared that the network 
was winning only because a 
Republican was in charge. 
Those at the network get 
weaiy of outsiders assum¬ 
ing their success must be 
due to some fortunate ex¬ 
ternal factor rather than 
their own day-to-day work. 

“I don’t look at who occu¬ 
pies the White House, I just 
look at it as news,” said Bill 
Shine, senior VP of pro¬ 
gramming at Fox News. 
“How well are you going to 
report on that news? And 
certainly, over the course of 
the last 10 years, we’ve 
done a better job at that 
than anybody else.”

An angel in life dies, 62 

Farrah Fawcett succumbs after long battle with cancer 


Actress Farrah Fawcett, the 
Charlie's Angels television 
star whose big smile and 
feathered blond mane 
made her one of the reign¬ 
ing sex symbols of the 
1970 s, died on Thursday af¬ 
ter a long battle with can¬ 
cer. She was 62 . 

Fawcett, first vaulted to 
stardom by an alluring 
poster of her in a red swim¬ 
suit, was diagnosed with 
anal cancer in late 2006. It 
spread to her liver in 2007, 
proving resistant to numer¬ 
ous medical treatments in 
Germany and California. 

“After a long and brave 
battle with cancer, our 
beloved Farrah has passed 
away,” Fawcett’s longtime 
companion, actor Ryan 
O’Neal, said in a statement. 

“Although this is an ex¬ 
tremely difficult time for 
her family and friends, we 
take comfort in the beauti¬ 
ful times that we shared 
with Farrah over the years 
and the knowledge that her 
life brought joy to so many 
people around the world.” 

Fawcett’s death in a Los 
Angeles hospital came just

six weeks after the TV 
broadcast in May of a video 
diaiy she made chronicling 
her battle with cancer and 
her final months. 

Called Farrah’s Story, the 
documentary was effective¬ 
ly a self-penned obituary by 
the actress, who was bedrid¬ 
den and had lost her fa¬ 
mous hair by the time it 
was shown. 

O’Neal said she had want¬ 
ed to tell her story on her 


own terms. 

Fawcett, bom Feb. 2, 
1947, in Corpus Christi, 
Texas, was an art student in 
college before she began 
modelling, appearing in 
shampoo ads. 

She started guest-starring 
on TV in the late 1960s and 
appeared on the television 
hit The Six Million Dollar 
Man after marrying the 
show’s star, Lee Majors, in 
1974. The couple divorced 


in the early 1980s. 

ANGEL CULTURE 

Fawcett’s career took off 
thanks to a poster of her 
posing flirtatiously with a 
brilliant smile in a red one- 
piece bathing suit. It sold 
millions of copies and led to 
her being cast in 1976 in 
Charlie’s Angels, an action 
show about three beautiful, 
strong women private de¬ 
tectives. 

As the tanned and glam¬ 
orous Jill Munroe — part of 
a trio that included Jaclyn 
Smith and Kate Jackson — 
Fawcett was the hit show’s 
most tallced-about star. 
SERIOUS ROLES 

While Fawcett’s early ca¬ 
reer was marked by light¬ 
weight roles, the actress 
sought to play down her sex 
symbol image in more chal¬ 
lenging dramas in the ’80s. 

She earned critical ac¬ 
claim for her performance 
as a battered wife in 
1984’s The Burning Bed, 
for which she re- ^ 
ceived the first 
of three 
Emmy 


nominations. 

The off-Broadway 
play and subsequent 
film Extremities, in 
which Fawcett 
played a woman 
who takes re¬ 
venge on a 
would-be at¬ 
tacker, earned 
one of her six 
Golden 
Globe nomi¬ 
nations.

not only constructed 
an impressive small-town in 
the middle of a remote hill¬ 
side, but they began filming 
under extremely hot and 
dusty conditions. 


“We made a very pointed 
decision to come to Osoy- 
oos,” adds Phillips. “That 
was a bit of a daring move 
because it’s a Canadian film 
with a Canadian budget and 
it takes a lot to pull this off. 
But we decided to put our 
eggs in this basket and 
we’re glad we did because 
anywhere we point the 
camera, it looks great.” 

While decked out in lay¬ 
ers of thick, black clothing 
under an oppressive sun, 
Gross agrees that working 
on such a set is amazing.

Season two of Denise Richards' reality 
show leaves controversies behind

She’s made peace with 
her actor ex-husband 
Charlie Sheen, been 
lauded for her honesty 
during an interview with 
Howard Stern and said 
she’s even friendly with 
former foe Perez Hilton.

Salmon with 
Tropical Fruit 
Salsa 

INGREDIENTS: 

4 salmon steaks 
1 tbsp (15 ml) olive oil 

SALSA: 

1 small mango 
1 small papaya 
lin. (2.5cm) piece fresh 
ginger 

Handful of mint leaves 
1 lime 

Salt and black pepper 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat grill to moder¬ 
ate and cover rack with 
foil. 

2. For salsa, cut mango in 
half, remove flesh, dice 
finely and put into bowl. 
Cut papaya in half, scoop 
out and discard seeds, 
finely dice flesh and add 
to mango. 

3. Peel ginger and grate in¬ 
to bowl. Rinse, dry and 
chop mint and add to 
bowl. 


4. Wash wax off lime. Re¬ 
move few shreds of zest 
for garnish. Grate the rest 
and add to salsa. Squeeze 
juice and add half to bowl, 
reserving remainder. 

5. Season salsa with salt 
and plenty of pepper; mix 
well. 

6. Put salmon steaks, skin 
sides down, onto foil on 
broiler rack. Brush with 
olive oil, season and sprin¬ 
kle with remaining lime 
juice. Broil 6-8 minutes 
without turning, fish is 
done when flesh flakes 
easily. 

7. Serve grilled salmon 
garnished with lime zest 
and accompanied by salsa.
